Dictators Gone 


New Chiefs Clean U p ’ 
Russia, Britons Told 


LONDON m — I’or m er Soviet 
P rem ier Georgi M Malenkov says 
the 
present 
Kremlin 
command 
has ‘‘cleaned up" Russia and that 
a Stalin dictatorship 
can 
never 
rise again in his homeland. 
Malenkov, now Soviet minis 
ter of power stations, was a din 
ner guest of labor members of 
Parliament last night and was 
reported to have given his views 
on the Soviet situation in a two- 
hour question and answer per­ 
iod. 
Richard Crossm an, one of the 
hosts, reported that Malenkov "re ­ 
peatedly said, ‘We have cleaned 
up Russia.* " 
"H e tried to im press on us that 
we need not 
w orry," 
Crossm an 
said, "th at they had stopped dic­ 
tatorships, that they had stopped 
the wicked things. 
"H e said very-, very clearly it 
could not happen again, that col­ 
lective governm ent now has been 
firm ly established and that dicta­ 
torship could not return. 
"I cannot say how m any of us 
he convinced, but 
he 
certainly 
tried hard.” 
Sidney Silverm an, another La­ 
borite who attended 
the dinner, 
said Malenkov told the group:

"COLLECTIVE 
leadership

right to dissent outside the collect­ 
ive leadership without being bran­ 
ded a traitor to the leadership and 
party and people." 
"W e did not ask him about his 
association with Stalin or his posi­

Silverm an said, "but he gave us 
the im pression he did not like Sta­ 
lin." 
Malenkov succeeded to the pre­ 
m iership 
after 
Stalin’s 
death. 
Since he resigned from that post 
last year, confessing inability 
to 
do the job, there has been specu­ 
lation about the security of his po­ 
sition in the Kremlin lineup.

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W e Can't Ask More Expense And Tax Cuts Too 
Laff-A-Day 
The Nation Today 


Every voter in Fayette County, just 
like others over the country, is interested 
in lower taxes and elimination of rising 
expenses of government from

Yet how many of us are among those 


who while crying for and demanding cer­ 
tain things from government which re­ 
quire more taxes, are asking tax reduc­ 
tion. 
This year, if nothing untoward occurs 
and if the federal treasury present antic­ 
ipations prove correct, the federal gov­ 
ernment actually may show a record of 
spending a little less than it will receive 
from incoming revenue.

However, it is one thing to advocate tax 
reduction as a principle—and a very' dif­ 
ferent thing to specify just where and to 
what extent taxes are to be cut, and what 
groups are to be primarily benefited. 
And here the differences cut across the 
party lines, as they do nowadays in so 
many matters of high policy. 
The basic difference is one of philoso­ 
phy. Should tax reductions be geared prin­ 
cipally to help the high-income families, 
the middle-income families, or the low- 
income families? This question, obvious­ 


ly, involves political as well as economic 
considerations. 
An argument cited by some in Congress 
who favor reducing the top figures is that 
so little revenue is collected from h i g h- 
bracket rates. A reduction in the top rate 
to as little as 50 percent (it is now 91 per­ 
cent) official figures show, would cost the 
U. S. Treasury relatively little revenue. 
There is the contrasting argument—po­ 
tent in an election year—that most t a x ­ 
payers, and voters, are in the lower 
brackets and that they should get tax re­ 
lief. Yet even a small cut from low-income 
families would create a tremendous drain 
on the U S. Treasury. The reason is that 
there are so many taxpayers in this group. 
In any event, the staff of the Congres­ 
sional Joint Committee on Internal Rev­ 
enue Taxation has produced, for the Com­ 
mittee's information, 19 different plans 
for 
reducing individual income 
taxes. 
These plans illustrate the difference in 
basic attitude toward tax reduction as a 
principle—as well as the many variances 
in relatively minor detail. 
One plan, for instance, would cut taxes 
by a flat IO percent—w'hich would mean 
a $52 reduction for a four-member family 
with a $5,000 income, and $5,191 at the 
$100,000 level. Another w'ould give $20 cuts 
for each taxpayer and dependent—that is, 
identical reductions no matter what the 
income bracket. Another would allow, a 
$500 minimum deduction—which would 
give $3,000 families a $40 cut, but would 
give nothing to those w'ith $5,000 or nrfore. 
Another w’ould cut all rates Joy tw’o per­ 
cent—and allow savings ranging from $12 
for the $3,000 family to $1,952 for the $100,- 
000 family. 
The most important plan, it w o u l d 
seem , is that which, m ay be favored by 
the Eisenhower Administration if it de­ 
cides in favor of tax relief.

But recurrences are frequent.

W e Can't Ask More Expense And Tax Cuts Too 
Laff-A-Day 
The Nation Today 


Every voter in Fayette County, just 
like others over the country, is interested 
in lower taxes and elimination of rising 
expenses of government from federa! 
down through state and local. 
Yet horn’ many of us are among those 
who while crying for and demanding cer­ 
tain things from government which re­ 
quire more taxes, are asking tax reduc­ 
tion. 
This year, if nothing untoward occurs 
and if the federal treasury present antic­ 
ipations prove correct, the federal gov­ 
ernm ent actually may show a record of 
spending a little less than it will receive 
from incoming revenue. 
According to report the surplus will be 
a eery modest one, but a surplus of any 
kind m federal government in the last 20 
years, takes on. ^ oressive look after so 
many years of deficits. 
Two things can be done with this sur­ 
plus 'if It shows up. It can be a p p 1 i e d 
against the national debt, now straining 
at the legal limit. Or it can be used to re­ 
duce taxes. 
The first alternative is favored by a 
number of respected leaders of both polit­ 
ical parties, and by m any top economists 
both within and without governmental cir­ 
cles. Sound fiscal policy, they feel, de­ 
mands that substantial debt reduction 
precede an> tax reduction. That course 
may be followed. But, at this time, the 
odds favor tax reduction—one compelling 
reason being that 1956 is an election year, 
and an appeal to the pocketbook is a pow­ 
erful one. 
However, it is one thing to advocate tax 
reduction as a principle—and a very dif­ 
ferent thing to specify just where and to 
what extent taxes are to be cut, and what 
groups are to be prim arily benefited. 
And here the differences cut across the 
party lines, as they do nowadays in so 
m any m atters of high policy, 
The basic difference is one of philoso­ 
phy. Should tax reductions be geared prin­ 
cipally to help the high-ineome families, 
the middle-income families, or .the low- 
income families? This question, obvious­ 


ly, involves political as well as economic 
considerations. 
An argument cited by some in Congress 
who favor reducing the top figures is that 
so little revenue is collected from h i g h- 
bracket rates. A reduction in the top rate 
to as tittle as 50 percent (it is now 91 per­ 
cent) official figures show, would cost the 
U. S. Treasury relatively little revenue. 
There is the contrasting argum ent—po­ 
tent in an election year—that most t a x ­ 
payers. and voters, are in the lower 
brackets and that they should get tax re­ 
lief. Yet even a small cut from low-income 
families would create a trem endous drain 
on the U. S.. Treasury. The reason is that 
there are so many taxpayers in this group. 
In any event, the staff of the Congres­ 
sional Joint Committee on Internal Rev­ 
enue Taxation has produced, for the Com­ 
m ittee's information, 19 different plans 
for reducing individual income taxes. 
These plans illustrate the difference in 
basic attitude toward tax reduction as a 
principle—as well as the m any variances 
in relatively minor detail. 
One plan, for instance, would cut taxes 
by a flat 10 percent—which would m ean 
a $52 reduction for a four-member family 
with a $5,000 income, and $5,191 at the 
$100,000 level. Another would give $20 cuts 
for each taxpayer and dependent—that is, 
identical reductions no m atter what the 
income bracket. Another would allow ■ a 
$500 minimum deduction—which would 
give $3,000 families a $40 cut, but would 
give nothing to those with $5,000 or rrfore. 
Another would cut all rates by two per­ 
cent—and allow savings ranging from $12 
for the $3,000 family to $1,952 for the $100,- 
000 family. 
The most im portant plan, it w o u l d 
seem, is that which, m ay be favored by 
the Eisenhower Administration if it de­ 
cides in favor of tax relief. It provides a 
returning to the pre-Korean tax rates. 
Savings would be $20 at the $3,000 level:

Nephrosis usually strikes chil­ 
dren between the ges of one and 
a half and three and a half years. 
Ini ants and older children, even 
adults, sometimes are victims. 
Boys are 
affected more fre­ 
quently than girls. The disease 
attacks all races and occurs in 
all clim ates, too. We have no evi­ 
dence that it is hereditary. 
While various 'body functions 
are affected, the prim ary concern 
is for the disturbed kidney func­ 
tion. Generally, the disease runs 
for several years. But sudden re­ 
missions and r e c o v e r y some­ 
times occur. We don't know why.

such as diphtheria, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia and syphilis, It begins 
gradually, sometim es with a per­ 
iod of weeks or months in which 
the victim feels listless and is in 
vague ill health. 
The first indication of child­ 
hood nephrosis u s u a l l y is a 
swelling around the eyes, especi­ 
ally in the morning, Frequently 
the puffiness disappears by after­ 
noon. At this stage it is difficult 
to detect the disease. Unless a 
urine examination is made, a doc­ 
tor might not even suspect nep­ 
hrosis. 
The swelling increases as the 
illness progresses, becoming evi­ 
dent in the feet end abdomen. 
Eventually, the entire body be­ 
comes swollen. 


Uneven Course 
Nephrosis does not run an evn 
course. The swelling may disap­ 
pear only to return again after 
a lapse of a few days, weeks or 
even months. 
Even blood and urine tests may 
give perfectly normal results dur­ 
ing these periods of . remission. 
But recurrences are frequent. 
If the teste are negative for as 
long as six months, however, the 
victim probably is cured.

Answer:Since smoking and the 
drinking of alcoholic beverages 
act as a stimulant for the secre­ 
tions of hydrochloric acid and oth­ 
er digestive juices, they may 
perpetuate and even increase the 
symptoms of the ulcer.

Political Corruption Inquiries 


One of the most hopeful signs 
that our republic is surviving as 
such is that the public is still sus- 
picious that its officials may sue- 
cumb to corruption. H o w' ever, 
just to pick on gas-corrupted sen­ 
ators is shortseliing the problem.,, 
which is so complex that, nobody 
can quite know by what investi­ 
gative process any committee can 
discover the under-the-table con­ 
tributions that are or have been 
made to politicians by business­ 
men, labor leaders, special com­ 
mittees or even communists. 
It is now well known that when 
the American Labor party was 
organized in New York Slate, it 
not: only functioned as a. com­ 
munist ally of the Democratic 
party but that a small and effec­ 
tive cell was established, in the 
Republican part) 
That, cell has 
now proliferated and is very pow­ 
erful in New York State and it is 
well-heeled, 
as the expression 
goes. Senator McClellan might 
look into that situation, now hav-, 
ing the excuse that he is trying to 
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discover under-the-table contribu 
tions to senators or prospective 
senators, 
One hears stories. 
Naturally 
there are no means, without the 
power of subpoena and a force 
of detectives, to know whether 
the stories are wholly true. For 
instance, I do not believe that 
Senator Francis Case’s story is 
exactly as he tells it because 
it does not ring true, but I have 
no proof one way or the other. It 
will undoubtedly c o m e out, soon­ 
er or later that just as there is 
a natural gas lobby, so there is 
an antinatural gas lobby and if 
one gang is spending money, the 
othe gang is spending money and 
an investigation should bring that 
out, too. Then maybe those sena­ 
tors who have a reputation of be­ 
ing paragons of virtue will turn 
out to have campaign funds too, 
to wiiich their friends and even 
strangers contribute, under-the- 
table as well as otherwise. 
Candidates can. of course, say 
that they do not know who con­ 
tributes to their campaign funds, 
that they do not scrutinize the 
lists, that they do not check each 
name and certainly that they nev­ 
er heard of under-the-table contri­ 
butions? Senatr McClellan might 
investigate an almost perfect ex­ 
ample of that sort of 'thing, in­ 
volving the defeat of Senator Bur­ 
ton K. Wheeler, a leading Demo 
crat and a great liberal in his 
day. He was defeated by money 
sent into Montana from New York 
and subsequently a similar at­ 
tem pt was made to defeat the

late Senator Pat McCarran by the 
same corruption. 
It would, be of value to get at. 
a pattern because 
this 
seems 
clear that if politicians take un­ 
der-the-table money, it is not to 
indulge themselves in licentious 
living but to have the wherewith­ 
al to rem ain in office, which ev­ 
ery year becomes increasingly 
expensive. The problem, then is to 
get at election costs which are all 
out of line in relationship to the 
salaries paid and the amount of 
time an elected official has to 
give to the job and to being re­ 
elected. To a degree, the process 
of being re-elected is continuous 
for some public 
officials 
who 
come from h i g h l y competitive 
and unstable areas where they 
have to show themselves con­

Dog Pack Danger Is 


Cited By Sanitarian 


Rabies 
season 
is 
approaching 
I again. 


So warns Sanitarian John Todd 
of the Fayette County Health De­ 
partment. 


“While rabies is known to occur 
the year around,” says Todd, “ it 
is frequently a seasonal d iscase-in 
both animals and man. During the 
months of March, April and May, 
dogs frequently hand together and 
travel about in groups. Due per­ 
haps to this habit of dogs, rabies 
is being reported in areas adjacent 
to this county.” 
Todd continued: 
“ Rabies is a disease of animal* 
and man which has been recog­ 
nised since antiquity. Its cause is 
a virus which attacks the central 
nervous system of the animal or 
person affected. 
“This virus in an infected host 
! is found in the saliva, which ac- 
( counts for the fact that an individ­ 
u a l bitten by a rabid animal all 
I too frequently is infected. Almost 
any warm-blooded animal may be­ 


come infected with rabies. It is 1 method of control of stray animals 
particularly prevalent in dogs. cats. *s 
corralling and humane de­ 
foxes, rodents anil less often in 
cows, 
horses 
and 
swine. 


“The disease in animals assumes j 
one of two forms. The animal may ; 
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develop “dumb” rabies or the “fur­ 
ious” type of the disease. Paralysis 
and death invariably result in eith- j 
cr form. 


“ Rabies is the one disease known j 
from which a man or animal de­ 
veloping the disease never recov-> 
ors; it is a I w a y s fatal. Develop-; 
ment of the disease in man can 
he prevented by the use of anti­ 
rabies serum if given in sufficient 
time. Since most rabies in man 
is transmitted from a dog, control 
measures of the disease are direct­ 
ly dependent upon the prevention in 
the animal. This is best accomp­ 
lished by wide spread vaccination 
of all dogs against 
rabies. 
The 
Health Department of this county 
strongly urges all dog owners to 
have their own animals immunized 
each year.

“UNFORTUN A T E I Y, even a 
widespread vaccination program 
will fail to reach the stray dog 
population of any area. It therefore 
follows that some intelligent con­ 
trol of this stray dog population 
becomes mand a t o r y. The best 


struction of dogs. Control of the 
stray dog population is properly the 
function of the county dog warden 
It should be pointed out that 
any animal known to have bitten 
a person should not he destroy­ 
ed. I n s t e a d , sueh an animal 
should be placed under confine 
ment and observation for a period 
of at least IO days. 


“ If the animal during that ob­ 
servation p e r i o d develops any 
symptoms of rabies (diagnosed by 
a veterinarian) the animal should 
he killed and its head sent to the 
laboratory of the Ohio Department 
of Health for further examination. 
If such further examination dis­ 
closes Negri bodies in the brain, 
that animal has had rabies and 
any individual bitten by it should 
immediately r e c e i v e anti rabies 
serum. 


“ It is important that a dog biting 
a 
person not be destroyed, 
but 
be allowed to live long enough for 
a definite positive or negative di­ 
agnosis to be 
m a d e . 
Children 
should be advised against petting 
or othewise playing with strange 
dogs.”
